The following day, retirees 
of the college along with members 
of the faculty and staff participated 
in a luncheon that was held in the 
food court area of the college.

Timely taxicabs, busy bus 
stops, and steamy subway stations 
have never controlled Tuscaloosa's 
transportation needs.

The Department ofTranspor- 
tation, Tuscaloosa City Council 
and the University of Alabama have 
given the community the Tusca- 
loosa Trolley: three busses designed 
to look like old-fashioned trolleys 
which run up and down University 
Boulevard and through downtown 
during lunch and from 6 p.m. to 2 
a.m. 

The downtown business dis- 
trict has joined with the University 
of Alabama campus area in hopes 
of uniting the evening entertain- 
ment scene with the on-the-go lunch 
scene. Wright Hale, owner of Hale's 
Tavern located on the University

The trolley was a major de- 
cision made collectively among 
certain Tuscaloosa merchants.

Edward Harris, co-owner of 
The Coppertop downtown, thinks 
the answer to all of these is yes.

If you have always wanted a 
large dog for a pet. the late fall and 

winter night time sky will be a 

golden opportunity! Canis Ma- 
jor — the "Big Dog" — is one of 
two dogs that belong to winter's 
most dominated constellation- the 
mighty hunter- Orion! 

To locale the larger of his 
dogs, we must first find Orion and 
both dogs will be coming up be- 
hind him. To find Orion, simply 
look on the eastern horizon and 
you will first notice his belt that is 



made of three very bright stars in a 
vertical line. His feet arc to the right 
on the horizon, and his head and shoul- 
ders are to the left. Orion is on the 
horizon now. but by mid-winter as 
Earth continues to revolve around the 
sun, he will be almost due south at the 
same time of the night. 

About an hourafter Orion comes 
up you will see the brightest star of the 
winter sky - Sirius! This bright star is 
often called the "Dog Star," for it 
makes the head and shoulders area of 
Cams Major- the il Big Dog !" His back

legs are found below this bright 
star. Sirius is many times larger 
than our star — the Sun — and 
operates at much greater tem- 
peratures which gives the star 
its bluish color. 

Doenjoy the beautiful fall 
weather and keep looking up 
during the cool, clear nights to 
find the mighty hunter - Orion - 
and his large, faithful hunting 
dog - Canis Major!

The trolley system offers more 
than just convenient lifts between car 
rides. Passenger Tom Dickerson said 
"I like the Alabama game tapes that are 
playing on an intercom system inside 
the trolley; they bring back a lot of great 
memories." 

Regular fare is $ I each way, and 
persons 60orolder,disabled, or kinder- 
garten through twelve may ride for fifty 
cents each way. An annual pass can be 
purchased for the trolley for $ 1 0. 

Passengers may board the trol- 
ley stops at any safe location along the 
routes. Each trolley is lift-equipped for 
persons with disabilities. 

So could the TuscaloosaTrolley 
be a sign for better public transportation 
in the future? With its timely manner, 
attractive image, and thrifty cost, the 
trolley may successfully grow intoco v- 
ering all of Tuscaloosa's major popu- 
lated areas. Max Culp, director of the 
Department of Transportation, said. "I 
hope to see a future regarding public 
transportation in the city. If more res- 
taurant owners and entertainment ven- 
,4pts would support a shuttle system it 



would become more sue ful than 
just people using it on game days " 

Gulp said the trolley had over 
1 0,000 passengers in October. Most of 
these riders were using the trolley on 
home-game weekends. On the week- 
end of the Tennessee game there were 
3,500. On the weekend of homecom- 
ing there were 2,000 and on the LSU 
weekend there were 1,300. 

The Tuscaloosa Trolley is mak- 
ing an impact on Tuscaloosa transpor- 
tation, but probably not as strong of one 
as its supporters had hoped. More and 
more riders are needed, especially dur- 
ing the lunch hour when many trolleys 
seem to circle downtown with few 
passengers. 

For now the new trolley system 
is designed to ease parking and bring 
some added quaintness to Tuscaloosa. 
Perhaps one day there will be a bona 
fide system involving everybody in 
town. But that day has not yet arrived. 
As restaurateur Hale said, 'The Tusca- 
loosa Trolley idea wasn't preliminary 
to a mass transit. It's a great idea for the 
core businesses in town and for people 
to get around and not worry about 
parking, and we hope with time it will 
really catch on!"
